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AROUSE: So I've seen you play pretty much every kind of show, I've seen you play on a 
boat, in derelict office spaces, in alley ways, opening for huge bands like Korn and the 
Rolling Stones, and then huge festivals lke Coachella, | think you go the whole gamut for 
the kinds of shows you do. |s there a difference preparing for those big shows as 
opposed to the smaller shows? 


Z-Trip: Well, yeah. The prep for something like a Coachella versus the prep for something 
like an internet radio-show |s completely different. It's two completely different angles 
that you approach them from. You kind of have to, Because if you approach every- 
thing the same... for me, | wouldn't be able to be as versatile as | am, So the fact that | 
am able to go fromm one extreme to another is because | am able to separate those. If 
I'm prepping for a rock show, | have to go through all of my rock stuff. If it's a really bass 
heavy drum and bass scene then | have to go through those records, It keeps me on my 
toes and it keeps me going through my music collection, Which at the end of the day, 
Is my favorite thing to do, It allows me to continue to cycle through music. Some stuff 
that would only play once or twice throughout the year stays in one folder or one pile so 
to speak. And, when | need to go to it have it. For instance, the whole Christmas thing | 
did. | have a ton of Christmas music I've been sitting on. And, all of a sudden | was like 
"Oh | can totally use this!" so | have to go dig through all my Christmas music to find a 
couple things to make that work, 


AROUSE: What's your favorite type of show to play? 

Z-Trip: It goes back and forth, | like to play those big, big crowds, Those are always fun to 
play for. Playing in Australia at those shows in front of 20,000, 40,0000 people is like... a 
tush! There's a certain amount of energy there with that many people into your music. .. 
it's great! But, then | also love the dive bar, the unannounced guest spot at somebodies 
place where nobody even knows that I'm there or there’s no expectation. | think that's 
what it really boils down to at the end of the day: Are you Diing in front of a crowd that 
ls expecting you to do what they know you to do? Or are you DJing in front of a crowd 
that have no expectations? If the crowd has an expectation of what I've done in the 
past and what they want to see me do, that's great. But, when you're able to do what 
you want to do... You get like an Aerosmith or something and everyone wants to hear 
Aerosmith do Aerosmith, But, maybe deep down inside Aerosmith really want to play 
Reggae music, And, they are really great Reggae musicians but no one would ever 
know that because no one ever gave them the chance to play that. | have the ability 
fo go back and forth between being this thing that people know me as and having the 
ability fo go down these different roads within it. 


DJ Z Trip Live In LA 


AROUSE: You know that's one of the things | really love about you, You 
always come prepared, 

Z-Trip: | try to. 

AROUSE: On the boat you had the fuckin' Love Boat theme and Gilligan’s 
Island theme. You were ready! You were like, "O.K. | got it down, I'm ready 
to gol" You always come with stuff that's apprapo for whatever the gig Is. 
Z-Trip: | try to do that. Even if | spend a lot of time preparing, sometimes | 
might miss it. | sometimes over prepare, and they didn't even want any of 
this shit to begin with, So sometimes it's a waste of a whole day preparing. 
And, sometimes there is just not enough hours in the day and you end up 
repeating bits and pieces, That's the part that annoys me but it's a very 
necessary and very realistic part of it. 

AROUSE: Yeah, but you know what, that's like "Oh hey t's the hit!" It's lke you 
go for the deep album tracks but you wanna hear the hits too, When you 
go into some of the music that's your signature stuff it's like hearing the hits, 
Z-Trip: Yeah sure, To me that's always tough. The hits you have to lean on. 
It's the equivalent to... | remember listening to De La Soul play, and you can 
see it every time they play. And, when they have to play “Me Myself and 
I" they fucking hate it! And, not that | hate it... hate is a very strong word... 
| don't hate having to do bits and pieces that people are familiar with, and 
that they've come to appreciate or want in the set. I'm actually flattered 
that people even recognize certain mixes enough for them to even want 
to hear them in a set. That's cool as shit: But, itis tough. It's also a give and 
take. That's the down side to this whole thing, and I'm sure this applies to all 
bands. But, for DJ's it's extra crucial because it really, really applies. When | 
would DJ with other friends of mine, we had a weekly that we would just do 
back when nobody was really doing that. | would show up and sometimes 
| would fell the dudes | was Ding with, "Guys, | had a really rough week. | 
need to unwind, Can | play from 9:00 to 10:30? Can | have the opening 
spot?" They would be like, "Yeah cool!” And, that hour and a half would be 
so therapeutic for me because | was working it out. 


AROUSE: Do you miss those days of just having 
records? Serato's changed the game a lot. 
Some say for the better some say for the worst, 
Do you miss those days of not having all those 
things to choose from? 

Z-Trip: There's times. | miss itin a very nostalgic kind 
of way. When there aren't as many options it 
forced you to be creative. | miss having that. 
With Serato there are no limitations. You're still 
pushing and it's a beautiful thing to push it but, 
you can get out of any situation, You can mix out 
ofit, There's never a situation where you can't mix 
out of it, | miss a litle bit of that challenge. 
Although, | don't miss being put on the spot, One: 
of the reasons why | think | got the way | am now 
is because | had to deal with those situations 
when they came up, | remember! opened up for 
Wu Tang Clan at the House Of Blues on Sunset. 
They were running late like they always did at that 
time. | think | was only supposed to play ane hour 
and | ended up playing a litte over two hours. 
And, | only brought a good hours worth of music 
so once an hour ran through... | just burned it. 
People were loving it. Then | started going "Oh 
shit!" | was running out of tunes. It forced me to 
start playing b-sides and really getting creative. 
That kind of shit right there, that builds a dj's char- 
acter. 

AROUSE: That's where you beat juggle for forty 
five minutes! 

Z-Trip: Yeah, totally. 
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AROUSE: So you've done tons of interviews. What do you want to 
talk about? 

Buff Monster: | don't know. I'm used to all the usual questions, 
AROUSE: Well, what's the most unusual question you've been 
asked? 

BM: | don't know. | get tired of all the usual questions, "Oh, where are 
you from?" "Where'd you get your name?" "Why do you like pink?" 
Its alll just like dude, come on. Are you kidding me? Yeah. Some- 
times | like to qualify my agreement to do an interview. Like, "Yes I'll 
io it, IF the questions are good." 

AROUSE: Right. Not like putting me on the spot here! 

BM; Sometimes I've done so many interviews... People can find the 
answers to these questions online, 

AROUSE: So let's talk about music... Music and movies. Obviously, 
youre into Metal, 

BM; Well, visually my paintings probably make people think I'm lis- 
tening to Japanese pop, 

AROUSE: Yeah, but if you look a little bit under the surface you see 
the metal elements there. 

BM: | hope so. For me Metal... as far as being about Metal... First it's 
empowering, It's this intense thing, And, | like that it exists whether 
youlike itornot. Whether you know about it or not. It's just full soeed 
ahead, doesn't ask for permission or make apologies. There's some- 
thing to be said for that. 

AROUSE: What was the first Metal show you ever went to? 

BM: Saw Metallica in eighth grade. That was cool, That was 
awesome. 

AROUSE: What era would that have been? 

BM; That was the Black alloum. | grew up in Hawaii and there wasn't 
that many shows coming over there. My first show was Bon Jovi in 
the fourth grade. And, | had to wait four years before seeing 


another crazy show. But, now living in LA. | get to see all sorts of 
crazy shows. 

AROUSE: Have you ever tried to do any collaborations with 
bands that you're into? 

BM: I'd like to. But, still | think there Is such a disconnect. And, for 
me there is always this issue of what's appropriate and what's 
predictable. Like you go to metal shows and you see black 
t-shirts with white graphics on them. |s that predictable or is that 
appropriate? For me it's predictable. A t-shirt for a metal band 
doesn't have to be black, Like, "Are you kidding me?" At some 
point it gets kind of ridiculous. When you see brochures for "Stop 
such-and-such," and the O is the octagonal shape lke a stop 
sign, "O.K. we gett." 

AROUSE: One of my favorite pieces of yours is the collaboration 
you did with Brian Ewing on the Faith No More poster, That one is 
awesome. 

BIV;: Yeah, Brian is a big poster designer. | know Brian and | was 
talking to him one day and | said, "you know | think it would be 
cool to do some rock posters," and he was like "dude, | have to 
do this poster. Do you wanna do it with me?" And, | said, "yeah 
what is it?" And, he was like, "Faith No More." And, | was like "oh 
yeah, that's cooll" So we did it. It was fun! 

AROUSE: Your styles are completely separate, but together they 


actually work very well together. 

BM: Well, we worked on a couple things back and forth. First, he 
sent me a different skull. So, | was kind of doing some other stuff with 
it, And, then he said, "naw, no no... here's a better skull." | was like, 
"O.K.... how about this?" It worked out well. 

AROUSE: | got one of those at Comic Con this year. So movies? Let's 
talk about movies. Do any other elements outside of music creep 
into your art that you are aware of? 

BM: Not really. | know other painters listen to movies while they 
paint. Not me. | watch documentaries. That's what | like, Ive 
seen.., youname it. I've seen every documentary about food pro- 
duction. I've seen every documentary about the Nazi's. There are 
these crazy documentaries about the Christians and the Catholics, 
|just watched this documentary about the Free Masons. There's lots 
of good documentaries out there. 

AROUSE: Kind of like having the History Channel on all the time. 

BM: Well, | don't have TV. | just have a DVD player so Netflix is my 
friend! 

AROUSE: What are your thoughts on adult entertainment? 

BM: What can | say about it? 


AROUSE: How did you get hooked up with Eon Mckai? 

BM: Eon Mckai, How did | get hooked up with hin? | think | met him 
because my brother was working at Hustler. This was before Eon 
had his own imprint at Vivid. Eon was working with VCA which was 
owned by Hustler. And, somehow | met him and then he and a 
couple of the other people came over to my place one time. | did 
some posters in a scene for one of his movies and | did some other 
stuff for another movie one tirne. | don't know, it's just somehow | 
was involved In that. 

AROUSE: Do you look back at it fondly or do you look back and say 
"Oh man, why did | do that?" Do you think it compromised your art? 
BM: No, | had fun with it. I'm inspired by LA. And, LA is movies. And 
half of the movies made here are porn. This is where porn is made. 
So for me it's like exploring these things that are about image and 
surface and all this sort of stuff. And, | dated one of those girls from 
his movies. | got the full experience. | got it all. And, of course like 
everything else... 

AROUSE: So, when are you gonna go back to doing more street art 
stuff? 

BM: Yeah, Yeah. | have tons of ideas for new posters. And, it's really 
for me just kind of figuring out how | want to approach things,

AROUSE: Anything you wanna plug? 
BM: Well, January 2011 is the 10th anniversary of me drawing the 
little Buff Monster character. 

AROUSE: Crazy! 

BM: Yeah, that is kind of crazy! 10 years drawing this little charac- 
ter. Traveling around the world, Drawing him for people, 
Signing toys. All the things I've done in ten years with this litle guy 
is pretty amazing. 

AROUSE: So would you say that the character Buff Monster is a 
persona of yours? Is it an alter ego? 

BM: | guess tt's kind of me. For me, it's more of a presence. He's 
always there. He's always smiling. Yeah, you can paint over the 
poster, or rip it down or whatever, but there is gonna be another 
one there pretty soon. The other thing about metal is that it's 
timeless. | like any art that's timeless. 

AROUSE: Do you ever feel like you're pigeonholed for having 
the Buff Monster persona, and character? Are there times 
when you just want to bust out and do some crazy other shit 
and not use pink at all? 

BM; | reallly like pink. | REALLY like pink. Yes, there are things that | 
would like to explore... | think I've had some freedom with that. 
Ive defiantly taken some chances with that. I've done series of 
paintings where people have had no idea that it was me. What 
are you gonna do? | don't know. | think I'm at a good place 
tight now, I'm happy how things are going. 

I'm making some nice paintings and 
they are finding new homes. And, I'm 
happy about it all.

and my eyes were rolling in the back of my - 

head, | couldn't believe | was doing this... I've 

never fet like that before. | had sweat all over 

me, so much body heat and passion, | was 

overstuffed and | couldn't stop saying it in the 

scene, It was just amazing, 


Being in porn is about being true to myself, | 
think so many people lose that. It's sad to see 
because the world Is beautiful, because of Its 
diversity, and different ideas and different per- 
sonalities, When you're just filing a mold you 
lose that color and contrast. You can see how 
beautiful you are when you are true to 
yourself, and people appreciate you for you 
and who you really are. I'm not trying to be 
beautiful. I'm just being me.

ROUSE: | interviewed you a few years ago. At the time... or at 
least my perception of your art at the time, was you were doing 
much more comic book style panels and story telling type stuff. At 
some point very soon after that, your head flipped, and all of a 
sudden you started doing very stream of consciousness stuff. You 
saw a blank canvas and you just attacked it in no sort of linear 
fashion what-so-ever. Was there a catalyst or an epiphany point 
where you Just said, "Fuck itl"? It’s almost like you discovered acid! 
Oh that was in college. That was the first epiphany. 
No, the more recent one was just a conscious effort to just change. 
| just get bored really easily. | will aiways have one foot in drawing 
comics, But, just drawing comics everyday becomes exhausting. | 
just wanted myself to go outside of comics. The Colt 45 deal in 
2007, sort of helped that. It sort of inspired me to be like, "Shit man, 
my art could be on billboards! Or in magazine ads." 
AROUSE: It could be on beer cans! 

Right! Very important, I've actually been hanging out with 
more painters, street artists, fine artist people than comic book 
People in the last couple years, too. And, that has really been influ- 
encing me. I've just kind of been soaking it all up. | get fo hang out 


with all these bad ass dudes and just get feedback and advise from. 
them. Tricks on techniques, And, then | come home and I'm 
excited to just do some weird shit. But, also with Internet and 
blogging and Facebook and twitter you can do alll this weird 
experimental shit and then post it and suddenly people all over are 
seeing it, And they‘te like, "Oh! This is some new shit!" 

AROUSE: You don't necessarily have to have a comic that comes 
out that has to make money. There are a lot more avenues for 
revenue. 

And, you don't have to have a job for people to see the work. 
You can just do it and just post it, And if 10 people see it or 5000 
people see it, you're getting feedback. That's been the best thing 
about the digital age for me. You just put the shit out and suddenly 
people are seeing it. 

AROUSE: A\ll over the world, 

Exactly. So yeah. It just sort of happened. It's exciting to me. | 
just wanted to keep changing. | never wanted to be stagnant in 
one area or style, And, | don't have one character that I'm known, 
for. 

AROUSE: Anymore! 


: Right. That's a good thing and a bad thing. Because, when 
you'Te identified with a label or a product, people instantly know. 
When you're a guy like me who's just sort of making images, lots of 
different images, it’s harder to put a finger on the subject matter. ts 
more identifying with the style of the art that people know. "Oh 
that's the Mahfood style." Whether it's a hot girl or the Beat Bee, or 
some fucked up stuff or the Marijuana Man comic that I'm doing for 
Ziggy Marley, it's ike the style is the brand. It's weird how that works. 
Im stil trying to figure that out. 

AROUSE: But you'e doing some amazing stuff along the way, 
though. 

Yeah, hope. Thanks. 

AROUSE: It's pretty mind-blowing. 

I've also had alot of luck and kind of bullshitted my way into stuff 
as well. People come up and say, "Can you paint a mural?" And, 
my response is always, "Of course | do murals." A couple years ago, 
when | had never painted a mural still went, "Yeah | paint murals." | 
went in and just sort of did it. | just sort of figured it out, when | had 
never done murals, | just tied wheat-pasting for the first time this 
year, Now |'m like super into it. just did this club, Winston's. Wheat- 
pasted the shit out of it, | took small drawings and blew them up to 
like five feet tall. | just did the same thing last week at the IGN.com 
offices, They were like, "We want a Star Wars cantina type thing." So 
| did all these little drawings, blew them up fucking huge, and 
wheat-pasted it, And, then I'll add paint and add drips and splat- 
ters toit. I'm just always trying new shit. | think that it’s Important as an 
artist to be innovative and experimental. Otherwise, it just gets 
boring. 

AROUSE: Your crazy, newer, stream of consciousness stuff is crossing 
over into your comics, as well. It's sort of crossing over. The two are 
meeting in the middle somewhere. 

Yeah. The Kick Drum Comics, and the Karl The Cat That Makes 


Peanut Butter Sandwiches, were very just like, sit down and just sort 
of doit. Like, let it come out. Drawing two pages a day and it's this 
weird kind of shit, And, it will either work or it won't. Its alll sort of just 
an experiment. 

AROUSE: Well, life is an experiment. It keeps it interesting for sure. 
You never know where you're gonna be or what you're gonna be 
up against. 

That's my main thing now. | spent so much time tring to 

become a comic book artist. | was like a little kid up until my early 
twenties, and when | finally got it, and | worked in the industry for a 
while... | was like "I'm sort of ready to move on and do some other 
shit." 
AROUSE: And, even when you were in the industry you were sort of 
this indy guy with one big toe in it, You did the Marvel stuff when 
somebody wanted to take a chance. The stuff you did was 
awesome, I'm sure they were trying to put their ideal on you, 

Well, American comic books are always gonna be dominated 
by that mainstream superhero stuff, and, now mainstream comics 
are so hyper realistic. With the computer coloring and all, I'm 
almost going in the opposite direction. I'm like super loose, 
cartoony, bugged out, stream of consciousness, spluttery, weird, 
Just put it out there. Sometimes | don't even pencil. Just start out in 
ink. 

AROUSE: That's definitely what you do when you do live art. 
Yeah, just put up a canvas and go. It sort of trains you to 


paint over it. You have to get to the point where nothing is too 
sacred to not be destroyed. | can work on something all day 
and if at the end of the day it's fucked... it's gotta go. It's gotta 
be destroyed. Start over the next day. Its frustrating, but... it's 
life. 

AROUSE: Let's talk about the girls. Let's talk about painting 
nude/semi nude girls. How did that come about? 

M: The cheesecake stuff. Me and my friend Love Ablond, 
who is a fantastic photographer and she is also bi-sexual. We 
both love women, and art, and partying. So we thought, 
"What if we combine all three of those things, and we con- 
vinced hot girs to strip down to their underwear for us and | 
would paint on them, and, make them these living canvases. 
She would shoot pictures of it, The photo sessions are sort of like 
parties. We'll come over and do it in my kitchen and have 
booze and whatever other treats are available. And, we alll 
just sort of party and crank the music, We work with cool open 
minded fun girls that are into it and down for the cause. I'm 
known for drawing these hot girls so | just manifest that in real 
life, Take the shit you do in your work, the designy stuff, like the 
arrows, angel wings, stars... whatever, and just literally put that 
on girs." And, it just started working. Its hot, it's cool. My friend 
Derek shows up with all old school film cameras, The behind 
the scenes stuff. So we have this arty film b&w stuff and the 
super high tech digital photos. The goal is just to make an art 
book. A photography book and try to shop it around to difffer- 
ent publishers, We're just building it up right now. It's just an 
excuse to do something fun and sexy too! 

AROUSE: We're gonna have to get you fo come to an Elegant 
Ange! party and do it live, 

| would love that! | would love it. | would love to paint on 
Kristina Rose and Alexis Texas' ass! 
AROUSE: That's a canvas riaht there!

ROUSE: Tell us who you are, and where you're from? 

SEAN HARRIS: My name is Sean Hanis, and I’m an artist. | just love music, 
| was born in Los Angeles, and have resided in Atlanta and Virginia, | like 
to call myself an artist more than a rapper because when | make music 
| don’t just write and rap the lyrics, but, | also produce, Being an artist is a 
task for sure. It’s been a struggle, but I'm geting to where | want to be 
with just hard work and persistence, 

AROUSE: What keeps you motivated? 

SH: My motivation derives from just the work ethic my mother instilled In 
me at a young age. | feel self motivated everyday that | wake up and 
put my shoes on, 

AROUSE: Why rap? Why not another music genre? 

SH: Actually, my most popular record is an unofficial remix of an electro 
track. |am very open to trying anything in music that | think sounds good 
and people will enjoy 

ROUSE: Who have been some of your biggest influences? 

SH: My biggest influence is Kanye West hands down. He Isn't my favorite 
artist, but as far as style, sound, and presence goes, he is number one in 
my eyes. Just his body of work alone is enough to call him one of the 
greatest artists of all time already, 

AROUSE: How do you feel about hip hop today? Some say hip hop is 
dead. Some say it aint what it used to be, Some enjoy how fun it has 
become and commercially accepted. What's your take? 

SH: | love what's happening with music right now. It just evolves 
everyday and with new artists such as myself that are just passionate 
about what we do, we'll make sure that it will always be fun and 
televant. 

ROUSE: If you could collaborate with any musician, who would it be? 
SH: | would love to work with Big Sean, He’s part of a great team, good 
music, Kanye's label, and | think that he’s one of the under appreciated 
up and coming artists. 

AROUSE: What's the hardest thing about making an album? 

SH: | think just finding the right sound that fits you and that people enjoy. 
You could ultimately do what you want, but if people don’t relate and 
enjoy what you're making, nobody will like you and you wasted alll that 
time and energy. 

AROUSE: Teach us about the importance of swagger style or fashion 
in the hip hop community. 


SH: Your style and image |s so important. Artists don’t 
understand that you need to do your best to try and 
appeai to everyone if you really want to be heard. Mar- 
keting yourself is just as important as the music itself. 
AROUSE: If you could perform in one sold out stadium 
‘or arena where would it be?

She's one of the newer girls | really like a lot 
and | enjoy working with her. 

AROUSE: Who is your favorite gil to watch? 

My all time favorite gil to watch is Annette 
Schwarz. She is the epitome of everything that | love about 
sluts, She's definitely still my number one favorite gin to watch, 
Her, and also Asa Akira. Asa's a gil who | like to watch and 
work with. Actually, | was hooking Elegant Angel and Asa up 
together at the start of the year. | was telling Elegant for so 
long, “Have you heard about this chick Asa Akira? She's 
crazy, she's nasty.” She's with the same agency as me and 
now you guys shoot her all the time and have made a 
movie about her. | feel like | did you guys a solid and hooked 
you up with someone good, 
AROUSE: We'll have to give you that finders fee, later. 

No, just hook me up to fuck her and we're good. 
AROUSE: Tell us about Pornstar Superheroes, what was that 
lke? 

Superheroes is my favorite feature movie that I've 
ever shot. I'm so excited we're going to do a second one. I'm 
so excited | get to be a part of it again. it was just an amazing 
experience. It was Elegant Angel sex, and then an Elegant 
Angel set day. Being on set for Elegant Angel is a whole dif- 
ferent experience from being on set for anyone else. Just 
how I'm treated. | feel like you're my homies. If we were in 
high school together we all would have been friends. To get 
to do really gonzo style sex scenes, but then incorporate 
dialogue and the storylines, Is really great. I's also fun to get 
to do all the action and fighting. 

AROUSE: So I've heard you've been in music videos and 
clothing lines this year tell us about that.

AROUSE: | think people just enjoy your personallity in general. 

I's fun to know that people outside of porn are 
interested in me for just being me. It's cool, 

AROUSE: Well, | heard through social networks that you have 
an Idol of some sort? 

Yes, my idol for this year ls Muhammed All, | really 
like him a lot, | was reading a book about him and his strug- 
gles through life, and how he's gone through different ways 
of thinking, and now | just really look up to him, his work ethic, 
how he treats other people, and | felt like it was a good idol 
for me to have, | think its helped me grow up a little bit this 
year. 
AROUSE: How are you going to top All as your idol next year? 

| think next year my idol is going to be a woman. 
For the beginning of the year | want to be more grown up. | 
feel as though I'm turning into a woman and being more 
business orientated, and more focused so now | want a 
really strong woman to look up to. I'm thinking about it. 
AROUSE: | heard that you got a new apartment that you 
really like and | also heard that you got a new hobby that 
you do in your free time? 

Yes. | got a new apartment and its so cool. | really 
love it. It's the best place I've ever lived, But, my new favorite 
thing Is that | like to go and do the webcam, and all these 
girls are telling me that they do webcams and they make all 
this money jerking off, so I'm like, fuck, | jerk off all the time and 
I'm not working... so I'll like watch Maury and then jerk off and 
then I'll do my laundary, and then I'l jerk off some more, and 
then I'll go do something else and then jerk off again.
